. Still looking lo the future, I 
am reminded that certain fall- 
blooming plants should be plant- 
ed -'soon. .-The fall catalogues are 
beginning to arrive and the 
bulbs should be ordered without 
delay. Tin thinking of fall 
crocus and Colchicum in par- 
ticular. They must be planted 
not later than September, bloom- 
ing a few weeks later. 

Unfortunately the fall crocus 
is not as hardy ns the spring- 
blooming type and needs some 
protection over the winter. Col- 
chicums are quite hardy. They 
are often called fall crocus but 
erroneously so as they are not 
related. The blooms are like 
crocus but much larger. These 
bulbs will bloom in the house 
without soil or water. Just lay 
them on a table or desk and 
watch them grow. Afterwards 

they may be planted outside 

where the leaves will grow in 
the spring followed by flowers 
again in the fall. 

Eranthls, commonly called 
Winter Aconite, about the first 

flower of the spring, should also 

be planted as soon as possible. 
Most of the other bulbs can wait 
until October. 

The backbone of the spring 
garden is, of course, the tulips, 
and the number of different 
types is increasing from year to 

year. The most noteworthy of 

recent developments is the late 
double-flowering variety, some- 
times called peony flowered.

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Then the Parrot tulip nov* 
cities arc well worth growing. 
One of them, the Blue Parrot, 
was, I think, the outstanding 
tulip in my garden Inst spring. 
For something different try a 
few varieties of tulipa <tulip 
species). These are the original 
tulips found growing wild in 
various parts of the world. Some 
are tiny little things, only six 
inches high, while others have 
quite large flowers. 

Next in importance come the 
Narcissus. These ore not nearly 
so widely grown as they should 
be. I don't know why, unless it 
is because people use up all the 
money they can afford on tulips 
before they come to the narcis- 
sus. 

There are several types includ- 
ing the best known, the Daffo- 
dils. The others ore just as 
beautiful. The various types arc 
distinguished by the length of 
the cup or trumpet, Poettcus or 
Poet's Narcissus having a very 
small flattened eye while the 
Daffodil is at the other extreme 
with a long trumpet. In between 
we have the Barri with a cup 
one-third or less the length of 
the petal, Ineomparabilis, a cup 
more than one-third, and Scedsi 
a short cupped Daffodil. Poctaz 
is a bunch -flowered Narcissus 
with many small flowers, several 
to each stem. A number of 
double flowered varieties can 
also be had. 

Look those over and pick out 
a few before you look at the 
tulips this year. I started this 
column with the fall Crocus but 
don't forget the spring flowering 
variety. There are many de- 
lightful colors to gladden the 
heart after the long winter. The 
next large group included in the 
catalogues is the Lilies. How- 
ever I dealt with them in a for- 
mer column so I'll let it go at 
that. Grape Hyacinths I men- 
tioned last week and I just want 
to say don't forget them. While 
you are at it, order a few bulbs 
for the house. Hyacinths are 
popular for indoor bloom in the 
late winter as are Tulips and 
Narcissus.
